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INTRODUCTION 


A hundred years ago, near St. Petersburg, a great 
Russian poet, founder of the new Russian literature, 
and creator of the modern Russian literary language, was 
killed in a duel. 

Alexander Sergeyevich Pushkin (1799-1837) was 
descended on his father’s side from a very ancient family, 
and on his mother’s side from an Ethiopian prince, who, 
given as a boy to Peter the Great, became a great statesman, 
and married into the Russian nobility. Pushkin saw his 
whole vocation in life in his literary work. He was the first 
to consider literature as a matter of great national 
importance. The democratization of Russian literature 
was begun by him. 

Pushkin began to write while still at school, and when he 
was fifteen years of age Derjavin, the greatest poet of the 
time, named him as his successor. “ This boy will take my 
place,” he said. But Pushkin soon surpassed Derjavin, 
and was recognized as a great literary genius even in his 
lifetime. Not only did Pushkin become the outstanding 
literary figure of his generation, but in his social and 
philosophical ideas was far ahead of his time. He had made 
his first acquaintance with the liberal ideas of the eighteenth 
century at the age of seven, in his father’s library. This he 
did in French, since French was his first language, as was 
the custom among noble families at the time. His human 
sympathies, thus early aroused, won for him the love as 
well as the admiration of all classes of people. 

A particular trait of his genius was his optimism, his 
faith in the ultimate triumph of justice, the free and joyous 
spirit in which he looked upon’life. His advanced ideas 
brought him into conflict with the reactionary politics of 
the period, and the poet was several times sent into exile, 
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first to the south of Russia, and later to his own estates. 
“ No Russian writer is being more repressed than I,” he 
writes in 1834. 

Pushkin’s creative work is remarkable for its variety. 
Apart from his poems, among which are many long 
narrative pieces, and a novel in verse, Eugene Onegin , he 
wrote the first Russian drama, Boris Godunov , and in the 
’thirties he began writing in prose, thus laying the founda¬ 
tion for the Russian realistic story and novel. An un¬ 
disputed master of verse, Pushkin also demanded much 
from prose. 44 Exactness and brevity,” he says, f< are the 
first merits of prose. Prose requires thoughts and ideas ; 
without them brilliance of language is futile.” 

The problem of the relations between the Russian 
nobility and peasantry occupies a prominent part in his 
stories. He was especially interested in the Peasant Risings 
connected with the names of Stepan Razin (1668-1670) 
and Pugachov (1773-1775). * In 1833 he went to the region 
of Orenburg with the express purpose of studying the latter 
movement, and as a result wrote the History of the Pugachov 
Rebellion . 

The story The Captain's Daughter also appeared as a 
result of this study. Yet it was difficult for Pushkin to 
write on such a subject in that age of political oppression. 
Up to the time of Alexander I the subject of Pugachov was 
totally forbidden, and the episode was 4 4 little known 
In his preface to the History he says : 44 A future historian, 
who will be allowed access to the archives connected with 
Pugachov’s rebellion, will correct and supplement my 
work—careful though incomplete. ...” 

Pushkin’s historical research was indeed remarkable for 
its care and accuracy. Reading his History of the Pugachov 
Rebellion , one is amazed at the number of people he inter¬ 
viewed and the number of places he visited. The back¬ 
ground of his tales shows the same care ; as a result, the 
Captain's Daughter , in respect of its historical interest, as 
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well as of its literary quality, is one of the finest short 
novels of its kind. 

With his exceptional sense of measure Pushkin gives in 
this story an excellent idea of the state of society at this 
period, and the reactions of the government to the rising. 
Though he does not believe that mass rebellions can con¬ 
tribute to the progress of humanity, he recognizes, never¬ 
theless, their inevitability in certain historical conditions. 
Pugachov, in Pushkin’s representation, in spite of the 
atrocities committed by his followers, is fundamentally 
kind-hearted, just, full of the sense of his own dignity, 
averse to anything mean. The educated classes of that 
period could not actively support a movement led by an 
illiterate Cossack who assumed the title of Tsar. Only the 
peasants could believe in such a claim. But the rebellion, 
in spite of its crude form, was a mass rebellion, and as 
such interested Pushkin. In the History he shows Pugachov 
as a national hero, fighting always in the front rank; in 
his Commentaries he says : “ All the common people were 
with Pugachov ; even the clergy sympathized. Only the 
nobility was entirely on the side of the government.” 

All through the story the reader cannot help noticing 
Pushkin’s understanding of all the manifestations of the 
Russian life of the period. His sympathy was ever with the 
underdog and the oppressed. It was a leading feature of his 
genius of which he himself was aware, and on which he bases 
his claim to immortality expressed in the lines of his 
Monument :—

As regards the creation of a literary language, Pushkin 
considered this a most important political task. “ Only an 
ardent revolutionary,” he wrote in 1822, “ can love Russia 
as much as a writer can love her language.” 
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In liis creation of this new literary language Pushkin 
made a new synthesis of the three elements which existed 
in the language at the beginning of the nineteenth century : 
(i) Church Slavonic, used for the expression of lofty poetical 
thoughts; (ii) Europeanisms, mostly French ; and (iii) 
elements from the rich colourful language of the people. 
In emphasizing the third and most important of these 
Pushkin was again guided by his wonderful sense of 
measure, being afraid neither of the vivid quaintness of 
popular speech, nor of its naked simplicity, free from 
provincial affectation and stiltedness. 

The Captain’s Daughter is particularly rich in this 
language of the people. But in spite of the idiomatic popular 
speech, the lucid simplicity of the syntax makes it easily 
accessible to a student of Russian.

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NOTE ON PREFIXES 

Prefixes to verbs, and also to other parts of speech, play 
a most important role in the Russian language. Prefixes, 
with very few exceptions (marked with * in the list), are the 
same as prepositions, and all prepositions except b and ^Jia 
may be used as prefixes. Verbs with a prefix are often followed 
by the same preposition that forms the prefix. 

There are not many prefixes, twenty-six altogether. The 
meanings of the verbs they form, however, are very varied and 
very subtle, and—what is most important—are often untrans¬ 
latable by a single word. In adverbs, for instance, prefixes 
make it possible to express in one word what would require 
several words in another language, e.g. BftdBOJib, p. 83, 1 . 7. 
A careful study of the meanings of the prefixes will enable 
the student to give a rendering of every such verb (or other 
part of speech) by various idiomatic expressions in his own 
language. 

A list of the prefixes, together with the prepositions which 
may be required to complete the construction of a verb 
formed with that prefix, is given below. In each case examples 
are added, of which the majority are taken from the present 
text, which is particularly rich in such words.

Peasants from 
Central Russia (xoji 6 iiu) and the oppressed in general fre¬ 
quently ran away to live as free Cossacks, though they were 
not always accepted on terms of equality; as a result, Central 
Russia was at one time noticeably depopulated. Cossacks 
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did not till the land, being afraid that they might be treated 
and taxed as peasants. All risings and rebellions, including 
that of Stepan Razin, were supported mainly by the Cossacks. 
After the Pugachov Rising, however, they were crushed and 
gradually subdued. Being splendid horsemen, they constituted 
an important contingent of the Russian army, and eventually 
some of the Cossack regiments were themselves used in 
suppressing risings and revolution, up to the latest tsarist times.
